The late Colone! Boyle was born 
in Toronto on November 6, 1867, 
but went to Woodstock with his par- 
ents when four and a half years old, 
His futher, the late Charles Boyle, 
was a noted race-horse owner, 

At the uge of 18 he ran away on 
® merchantinan around the world, 
In 1898 he went to the Klondyke 
in the early days of the gold rush, 
He later went to Ottawa and secur- 
ed a large concession of land, whica 
he worked for himeelf until he 
struck # rich vein, He secured fi- 
nancial aaivtance and the Canadian 
Klondyke zompany was formed to 
work his mine,
